vinces. The recapitulation of the grue- 
some details of these murders and; the 
consequences that rcorued was undertaker 
by our Haiphong contemporary evidently 
with the object of indicating the long- 
anffering nature of the complaint the ro- 
sidents of Indo-China bave against the 
Chineso govornment and its officials, and 
rthe very. inadequate reparation that has 
been afforded to the French authorities as 
compared with the concessions affurded to 
‘England—the ports that have been marked 
by the doad of Kngland, In this connec- 
tion mention ix made of the murder of 
Mr Mancelli; mato ‘of the river steamor 
Manghao, who while engaged with the 
Joan ‘Dupuis oxpedition was killed by 
order of Aunamite mandarins, In this 
case, M. Ture, French Consul ut Haiphong, 
asked for and was accorded an’ inderanity 
of one thousand francs. Shortly after- 
wards a rich Chinese merchant, a nataral- 
ized, British subject from. Singapore, 
interested in. the Dongtriou coal mines, 
made a strong protest to the Tonkinese 
YVicoroy roganigne certain treatment he .re- 
ceived in the territary under that  official’s 
jurisdiction. ‘Tho Viccroy promptly deca. 
pitated the complainant on thé spot. Again 
M. Turo demanded an indemnity, and 
several hundreds of thousands of francs 
were paid to tho family of tho deceased. 
‘Tho ‘strongest comparison, however, .is 
drawn in the caro of Mr Margary, inter- 
preter to the British Consulate at? Pe- 
king, who was assassinated | during 
# survey mission for a railway through 
China from Burmah . and India, . Sir 
Thomas Wade, finding’ the ‘Chinese rather 
dilatory in conting toa settloment regarding 
tho indemnity, left the Legation, in Pekin, 
and the result of. this decisive move: wns 
that on arrival at ‘Tientsin, he was informed 
that the Chineso authorities wero willing to 
| accede to his: vrary' request. Sir Thomas 
Wade profited by the occasion to sign the 
Convention of Chefoo, according to Bog- 
land twa now ‘seaports, Wubu and Wen- 
4 chow, and on indemnity of 500,000 francs. 
to the family -of ‘the deceused: Since our 
contemporary dealt with the -subject an 
indemmity bas beon- paid in respect of tho 
murder, of the naval officers at Kywongehou- 
wan. moe ie .

perhaps an hundred counties of two pro- 
vinces, is at present an insoluble ‘mystery. 
Certainly this course must have been due 
to the suggestion of what has been not in- 
aptly called ‘The Imp of tho Perverse.’ 
At the present time, mach more than Iinlf 
a year after the inception of tho movement 
iti Chihti, there are- numerous *Generals’ 
prancing about on fine horses, and thore 
are many regiments encamped in eligi- 
ble places all rendy to ‘begin to do 
something. . Battles have been fought 
of the atereotyped pattern, in which a large 
number of Boxers have been killed, and 
other large numbers captured, “many «of 
whom are stil contined. In other regions, 
amaller battles have. been the rule, in which 
Jessnumbers aro killed,notse manycaptured, 
and the-bandits ‘dispersod,’only to gather 
again at somo inore conrenicnt thne and 
pluec. In Shantung.there has’ been the 
greatest raluctanco .on ‘the » part uf the 
provincial troops “to fight at all, 
not on recount of Tack of courage (for it 
takes but little of that to meet the average 
jll-armed, badly-Ied, and heterogencous 
Boxer bandits) but by ressou of the hostile 
attitude of the late Governor toward all 
attempts at serious suppression of this scot, 
‘of which he seems to havo desired to make 
‘an impossible use to carry out some wild 
ideas shout the expulsion, root and 
brunch, of the odious foreigner. Happily 
this medival Manchu has been got rid of, 
but General Yuan Shil-k’ai hns not yet had 
time to wako himself felt at any distance 
from the scene ot the inevitable juuketings 
which attend tho arrival of a riew.
